| of this Act. 

"No person shall sell or oLdok 
of, or offer for sale or di-iio-al, or 
have in his ixM-casion for sale, auv 
Krain. xr***, clover or other seeds 
intended for the purpose of seed, 
iu which there is more than one 
seed of anv noxious weed qr seeds 
per ouuce of such seed. No per- 
son shair sell or otherwise dis|iosc 
or offer for sale, or other disposal, 
any grain intended for the purpose 
of feed, in which there are more 
than ten noxious weeds to every 
ounce of *Uch grain”. 

If you have raised vour own 
seed, if you have bought it locally, 
or if it has bceu furnished vou by 
tlie Government; by all means see 
that it has been fanned free from 
Noxious Weed Seed before seeding. 

The Council is spending your 
money in handling the weed 
prob’„tp, their desire is to dis 
bone .1 wisely, bat unless they 
have your support »nd co-opera¬ 
tion in this matter, tbe results will 
not be all tliat they should be.

Whet Gladstone Sold of v Belgian 
Neutrality In 1g70 

It la curious to read In the light of 
events of today, what Gladstone aald 
concerning the neutrality of Belgium 
In lltO. when the British government 
demanded from France and Prussia 
an uatfertgklag that they would re 
apect Belgium’s position. Curiously 
enough. Prussia at ones gave an as¬ 
surance on this point; but It Waa only 
after some hesitation that France, 
then ruled by Napoleon HI., also 
pledged Itself to respect the neutrality 
of Belgium. 

It waa tbeae circumstances which 
gave rlap to an important debate in 
parliament on Aug. 10. 1870. when Mr. 
Gladstone aald: 

“What la Belgium? It la a coun¬ 
try containing 4.000.000 or 5.000,000 of 
people, with murb of an historic past, 
and imbued with a sentiment of na¬ 
tionality and n spirit of independence 
so warm and sa genuine ua that which

To secure a 
better system of agricultural credits. 
To secure better education of 
young people along agricultural 
lines and the general betterment of 
the farmer’s life, aoc'al, educational, 
and economic. To bring lands at pres¬ 
ent unproductive, under cultivation, 
this to have particular reference to 
lands in or near cities snd towns. r© 
get distribution of the population of 
Alberta which shall reverse tbs pres¬ 
ent conditions whereby more than fifty 
per cent, of the population la living 
in the dries and less than fifty per 
cent, on the land.

Fighting Nations Establish Psycho¬ 
path k Wards Foe Soldier* De¬ 
prived of Roaoon In Tro«c*»oo 

The various armies have had to or¬ 
ganise psychopathic wards In which to 
care for soldiers driven Insane In tha 
trenches. Many of them. It la believ¬ 
ed. will be lunatics for life. Here la a 
phase of modern warfare which writ¬ 
ers of melodramatic account of hero¬ 
ism will have to'avold. It Isn’t n pret¬ 
ty thing to write about, and It la real¬ 
ly dramatic It ia Ibsen’s "Ghosts’* 
magnified from the dimensions of a 
domestic drama to the proportions of 
an International one. 

The raving madmen are ntrn 
whose minds have collapsed under the 
strain of physical hardships in frozen 
trenches or under the mental * ‘n 
of momentarily expecting the d* -lu -Ut 
of shells fired from unseen anr^n by 
an unseen enrmy whose machinery >f 
murder is operated by gunners for 
whom arlsblps have found the position 
of the enemy They are paying the 
penalty for civilisation’s indulgence in 
war. They are the unfortunate afflict¬ 
ed sons. 

The charge of the Light Brigade lent 
itself to iM pa re s see of *- who 

succeeded In maklniTTroai nla material 
an inspiring bit of verse that cele¬ 
brated courage rather than described 
the actual occurrence. But even a 
poet’s fancy would find It difficult to 
fashion heroic verse from the spect¬ 
acle, of two armies intrenched at a 
considerable distance from each other 
and prosecuting wholesale murder 
through the instrumentality of mathe¬ 
matical science. A man riding home- 
jack. full flit, to a certain death Is a 
fine figure In literature. A man squat¬ 
ting In Ice water and mud waiting th*. 
probable arrival of n veritable "bolt 
from the blue" which may scatter him 
In fragments along the ditch Is better 
material for the writer of depressing 
realism than he la for the expone.it 
of military minstrelsy whose function 
la to make the Incidents of battle pic¬ 
turesque and the proof of valor stir¬ 
ring to tha hearts of women and 
children who never aaw a battlefield. 

A military madhouse filled with 
heroes of yesterday who were missed 
by the shells that disembowelled and 
decapitated their more fortunate com¬ 
rades should provide a theme for an 
Inspired pen. but the result would not 
be of value from the point of view of 
philosophers of the Bernhardt and 
llohenzollern schools. 

For how much butchery In battle 
and misery at hearthstones made lone¬ 
ly by war are the skilled writers who 
popularise the heroic spcctaclp re¬ 
sponsible? Tennyson Is dead. buT hla 
picturing of the courage of the €00 at 
Balaklava will live aa long as print. 
How much more powerful than the 
ruder music of the fife and drum is 
the music of poetry which herolxes 
the schoolboy to deeds of martial val¬ 
or. The drummer boy does no more 
than to bolster up the courage of the 
conscript or volunteer when the ban¬ 
ners are afloat and when “the troop¬ 
er’s on the tide." Military leaders in 
the period in which minstrels shared 
the bounty of Scotch chieftlsna and 
sang their glory and prow , as did |K 
undervalue the Importance of the 
harp and the harpist aa adjuncts of the 
recruiting service.

Birmingham Art lean Waa Firm to 
Perfect Deadly Small Fire- 
Arm 

Oae of the moat Interesting figures 
la the industrial life of Binalafbam 
pasted away recently In the person of 
air. Henry Jonea. who had attained 
tha remarkable age of 19S. and had 
almost all hia life been connected with 
the gun trade. Indeed, he was de¬ 
scribed as "the father of the Birming¬ 
ham gun trade." and for many years 
he waa regarded amongst the most 
skilful craftsmen in the city. 

When hit school days were over 
Mr Henrv Jonea waa put to the gun 
trade, and for 86 years worked at the 
bench. Ha produced a number tf 
epoch making improvement! la tiie 
construction of firearms and in 1136 
Invented the first self acting revolver, 
ills father conceived the happy Idea 
of bringing the invention before the 
naval and military authorities* of the 
day, and ha arranged to give a lec¬ 
ture on "Some Recent Improvements 
In Qun Mechanism" at the Polytech¬ 
nic, in lxmdon. That was In 1S36. 
The room was filled with representa¬ 
tive officers from both arms of the 
service, and at the close of the 
lecture the revolver Itself waa haad- 
ed round and so great waa the In¬ 
terest created that orders for |3.60d 
worth of pistols wera booked In the 
room 

Formerly the nearest approach to 
this weapon waa the four-shot'' pistol, 
made chiefly In West Bromwich—a 
cruds contrivance In which the barrel 
containing tbs four shots had to bs 
rotated by hand. In 1868 Mr. Jones 
laid the gun trade under a lasting 
obligation by Its improvements In the 
mechanism of the breech loader—Im¬ 
provement j on the introduction of 
which the breecn loader became the 
simple. Bafe and reliable type of 
weapon we now know It to be. That 
! •« inventor himself made Kuie out 
of the Idea is due to a rath it singular 
mischance; he entered into an ar¬

They applied 
for and obtained protection, but an- 
fortunately omitted to complete the 
patent, with the result that after a 
4" months the Improvement became 
public property.

Interest, principal repayable In 36 
years The Interest and sinking fund 
to repay the loan will come out of the 
company's profits, and not touch the 
capital. 

The stock Is subscribed by textile 
manufacturers, the principal users of 
synthetic dyes, and by contracts bind 
Ing users to purrliaeY their supplies 
from tbe company for five years after 
peace Is declared. By that time It Is 
believed that all the dyes needed for 
home use. at least, will be British 
mad*. Heretofore Great Britain has 
beau almost as dependent on Gar- 
many for aniline colors as the United 
States la.

BRITISH NAVAL STRATEGY MORE 
THAN A NATCH FOR GERMANS 

---— * v* 

FOL1CY OF WATCHFUL WAITING IS NECESSARY 


A Neutral Naval Oficer Telia of the Difficulties that the British 
Fleet have to Contend with, and the Success that has 
Attended their Efforts 

British shipping and cut British com¬ 
munication, with their anry la 

France. 

The difficulties under which the 
British nary oporatr s are tremendous. 
To curry out the necessities of their 
strategy, which 1 have already out* 
lined, requires to a certain extent a 
division of their forcea. In the North 
Sea at the present time there are only 
elx hours of daylight, sod heavy fogs 
and enow etorms prevail during a 
Urge part of the time. The tempera¬ 
ture of the North aea la frequently ho- 
low zero There Is do reat night or day 
for the men. No man knows whetb r 
or oot the next moment may be his 
last, whether or not in s twinkling 
of an eye he may be dumps! Into the 
Icy deptha. The repair, supply and 
roallug of this enormous fleet is a 
problem of great difficulty, for the 
forcea at aea tnuat never he seriously 
weakened. 

Taking Into consideration the facta 
that many eminent officers, including 
Blr Perry Scott, the father of modern 
gunnery, stated btfore the war that 
the submarine had made the battle¬ 
ship obsolete, that Groat Britain is 
of necessity forced to divide her 
fleet; that her superiority to the Ger 
msns in dreadnoughts is only five to 
three; that the Germans are able to 
make a sortie at any moment by day 
or sight In concentrated force; that 
tha British fleet Is lo the poeitluu of u 
man with hU arms bound, unable to 
strike back, but feeling aurj that the 
hour of vegeance will soon ba nigh; 
that Great Britain still Is mistress of 
the seas and h. s been able to carry 
out everf part of her programme — 
all this seen.a to prove to me that 
British naval strategy and efficiency 
have been of a high order. 

British strategy in time of peace 
has provided. In spite of the peace 
crokers In parliament, such a large 
shipbuilding programme that Great 
Britain now occupies a stronger posi¬ 
tion relative to Germany than at the 
beginning of the war. in spite of the 
loss of about 3 per cent, of her total 
gun power. In the next six months 
eight euperdreadnoughts will be finish¬ 
ed for the French fleet, and two for 
Japan. If Ureal Britain desires these 
ships, the alx Japanese and Frenc h 
ships will be turned over to her. and 
manned by her naval forces, an addl 
tlon to the British fleet of 14 vessels 
of the moat powerful and modern 
type, and equivalent in gun power and 
fighting Strength to the first 18 Ger¬ 
man dreadnoughts. 

Thobe amateur strategists in Eng- 
land who demand that the British 
should charge madly over mine fields 
to get at the Germans simply ask 
Groat Britain to commit suicide »« * 
uatiuu. ror time works on the side of 
the allies. The situation of the allies 
does not render the taking of chances 
necessary, but criminal, a policy of 
watchful waiting must be pursued 
When a few noncombaianta in an un 
fortified town are killed, ths English 
should remember thst millions upon 
millions are suffering in France. 
1*0land. Belgium and Galicia, and give 
tbelr fleet toe deepest confidence nnd 
gratitude, for In the British fle«-(. I 
believe, every man la doing his duty.— 
New Yorg Times

German strategy 
consist in remaining under cover of 
mines and fortifications, where the 
Hritiah cannot possibly reach thsm;

ly off English ports in channels or 
localities much used by BrltlNh men- 
of war and large vmmIi; keeping up 
the spirits of the German people, and 
spreading panic through fear of In¬ 
vasion among the civilians in England 
by bombardment of unfortlded porta;

The Seed Grain Rste 

Farmers Must Produce 0.0.A. Certifi¬ 
cate to Get Privilege 
, The three railways, C.P.R., C.N.R. 
and O.T.P., have hit upon a plan which 
they believe will do away with the 
overwhelming amount of fraudulent 
elsaalflcations which has forced them 
to cut out the special rates on seed 
grain in other years. 

From now on all farmers . ishiag to 
take advantage of the seed grain rate 
will have to secure a certificate front 
the nearest local agent of.tbw Grain 
Growers’ Association of Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan or the Fnlted Farmers 
of Alberta. This certificate will have 
lo be signed by the provincial secre¬ 
tary and the farmer himself and will 
certlfv to the fact that the grain to 
be shipped la for seed purposes. These 
certificates will he riven to all farm¬ 
ers whether or not they are members 
of any of the associations. 

In years past the railways state, 
large proportions of tho wheat crop 
have beeti shipped ss seed grain. 
Much of thia, they believe, was not 
what it waa said to be and to Avoid 
thia fraud la the future they held a 
meeting with the secretaries of the 
Grain Growers’ Association! and lilt 
upon the certificate plan. They did 
not wish to cut off the special rate 
entirely as it Injured the honest 
fanner.

Are Soldiers 

Twenty Years la Tarm of Service In 
Army—They Need No Drill 


The War Invisible 

Little Thst Is Spectacular In tha 
Fighting In tha Tranches 

Thia war might, well ba called tha 
war of tha invisible millions says 
a correspondent of the Westminster 
Gssatte. Apart from occasional 
bayonet charges and cavalry actions, 
there ia Uttl* about it that is spec 
(scalar, and ab tha interminable 
battles In the font countries progress 
it la the shells from guns and rifles 
that cannot be *e#n that are sprevd 
Ing death and wonnda among the 
soldiers of (he warring nations. 

Miles upon miles of trenches; 
miles upon miles of barbed wire; 
thousands of invisible infantr>men. 
and the never-ending roar end rat¬ 
tled of InVtalbt* cannon an * machine- 
guns—that la the battiefleld of to¬ 
day. 

Tha movements of troops are egr- 
ried out under cover of night, and, 
broadly, are regulated thus: Three 
days tn the first line of trenches, 
three days' reat. No words pesa aa 
reliefs are made. In silence one 
company crawls In while Mother 
crawls out 

But the gunners never sleep, and 
over the trenches from snariae to 
•unrise the sheila scraam from one 
line to the other. . , 


Writing; on Pink Badge 

A German Youth Who Stepped Twelve 
Murders 

' "A German soldier. To be given 
every care. Through hla courage lie 
saved twelve Belgian soldiera from be¬ 
ing ahot by the Germans; * It waa on 
a piece of pink cardboard pinned to 
the tunic of a German soldier that 
these words appeared The story of ( 
the discovery appears in a Dunkirk I 
journal, which vouches in .the most 
positive terms for the accurivy of the 
account. A French ambulance train 
brought into Calais a wounded youth, 
apparently about eighteen whose 
wasted features and air of sadness at¬ 
tracted the general attention of the 
hospital ward. 

To the amazement of everyone when 
the blankets in which he had been 
wrapped were removed, he waa seen 
to b« in the dingy Uniform of the tier- 
man soldiers. His badge showed that 
he belonged to the 36th Prussian In¬ 
fantry Regiment. Seeing the.astonish¬ 
ment. the young Germau pointed to n 
piece of pink cardboard pinned to bis 
tunic. On it was written in French the 
words about quoted. The authenticity 
of this statement was warraned by 
*.lie stamp of the Belgian general staff, 
and the signature of the major of the 
medical service. 

The young German said that, al¬ 
though not yet nineteen, he had been 
drafted into the army. and. after a 
fortnight spent in learning how to 
handle at rifle in barracks, had been 
sent to the front in Belgium. At Dtx 
mude he waa ordered to make one of 
a firing party told off to execute 
twelve Belgian soldiers who had been 
taken prisoner and on some pretext 
or-other condemned to death. The 
young German waa convinced of their 
Innocence, and When the order to fire 
was about to be given the youth cried 
'Shooting Innocent men la oot war.** 
He then stretched the officer in com¬ 
mand of tha tiring party dead with a 
ahot from his rifle. In the confusion 
the condemned Belgians and the 
young German scattered and made a 
bolt for tha Allied trenches, which 
they were able to reach. 


A merchant who had bean travelling 
some months was informed upon hia 
return of tha death of a valued friend. 
A few days later he called on like bo 
reaved widow to offer his expressions 
of sympathy. During tha visit he re¬ 
marked: 

"I waa a good friend of your late 
husband, la there not something of 
hia which 1 could have as a memento 
of hue?" 

She raised to hia her velvety brown 
eyes, which a fear moments before 
were moist with tears, and said: 

How would I do?** 


The Cossacks art unique Their 
ways are tbelr own and their con¬ 
fidence in their officers nnd in them¬ 
selves la perfect 

The passionate love of the Cossack 
for hla horse makes his work a pleas¬ 
ure. As an all round fighter the Cob- 
sack ia what tha Chian tries to he. 
Cossacks use a peculiar htgU pad and 
die and ride with the knee almost 
vertical and the heel drawn well back. 
They never wear spurs and never 
carry a guaru upon their sword. The 
Russian soldier Cossack or Mujik, 
acorns buttons. They are regarded -■ 
a nuisance, as they have to b« clean¬ 
ed; thev wear away tha cloth, and at¬ 
tract the attention of the t-hemy. 
Ponies ridden by the Cossacks are 
quaint little animals, put remarkable 
for their powers of endurance and 
their willingness to work. The Coa- 
•eck and hla mount have be^n liken'd 
to a clever nurse and a spoiled child 
-each Understands and oves the 
other, but neither la completely uuder 
control. 

The Cossack does not want his 
k>rae to be a slave, and recognises 
perfectly wel ltnat horses, like child¬ 
ren. have their whlma and humor*, 
and must be coaxed and reasoned 
with . but rarely punished. Most Coe- 
sacks wear whiskers, and have their 
hair cut square across. Their fur 
caps are stuck Jauntily on the head, 
and the famous kaout is carried at the 
end of a strap across the left should 
er. 

The Cossack population of the Rus¬ 
sian empire comprises about 177.000 
men. with 4,217 officers. The war of¬ 
fice has divided them into 816 squad¬ 
rons of cavalry, seventy companies of 
•ufantry and forty-nine battalions for 
special service. For at rates! - purposes 
the Cossacks are distributed along tie 
frontier. Practically every male Cos- 
*ai-k of olghteen years who is physi¬ 
cally fit. Is compelled to serve In the 
Cxar’a army for a period of twenty 
yeara. Of thia term, three years are 
spent in a probationary atage, twelve 
years on active doty, and five with thw 
reserve. They are furnished with arms 
ov the government, but have to supply 
their own horses, saddles and uni¬ 
forms . 

Cossacks are the military aristo¬ 
crats of Russia. Their organization 
dates from the tim^of the Muscovy 
Ctars. who combinW with the kings 
bf Poland as a safeguard against the 
invasion by the hostile tribes. In those 
» the Cossacks had many unique 
privileges. They paid no taxes, and 
no one could pass througn tneir terri¬ 
tory without permission. It ia much 
the same now. 

According to the popular Impree 
aioo. a Cossack without a horse is not 
a Cossack, bur this la quits wrong, for 
there are amon; tha Cossack troops 
large numbers of Infantry aud art!) 
lory. The cavalry division of the 
troops undoubtedly forma the Anest 
mounted Infantry in The world. It 
la true that their ideas on tha subject 
cf r.isclpllnc are primitive tn rt»e **v 
Heme, but they turn out for parade 
In a manner that would cause a Brit¬ 
ish guardsman to blush with shame' 
and they manoeuvre without the aid 
of a drill book. In other words, they 
are useful rather than ornamental. 

In battle the Cossacks’ feats of 
horsemanship are often disconcerting 
to an enemy. Thia ia due to the re¬ 
markable sympathy which exists be¬ 
tween the man sad hla horse. When 
charging. for Instance, the Cossack 
frequently leans over the offside of 
t.;s horse, thereby using the animal 
to a certain degree as a cover and 
shelter. 

It is reported that fn a recent en 
gagement the Auatrulns were amazed 
to see what they thought was a mass 
of riderless horses in s wild stampede. 
Th. > rushed rorward, hoping to cap¬ 
ture them, when they were met by a 
hull of Are from the riders In their 
at range positions. Before she A us 
trlena had lime to recover, the Cos 
sacks resumed (heir normal positions, 
and sabres in hand, cut them down 
right and left. Aa lighting men they 
are demons. Their bravery is of that 
reckless character that stops at noth 
ing. They are not the least perturb¬ 
ed by overwhelming odds. 

But the Cossack is not purely and 
simply a man of war, aa moat persons 
tntnk. Ha ia equally skilled In the 
arts of pemCe. Popular education 
stands at a higher level a.uung the 
Cossacks than In any other part cf 
Russia, and they are successful farm 
ers and stock raisers when not upon 
the warpath. The Cossack country 
comprises several territories, along 
the lower Don.

Jews in British Army 

Ten Thousand Are Serving at tHu 
Present Time—Many Killed 
and Wounded 

More than 10,000 Jews are now 
serving in the British array and navy 
and tha army casualty Rats show that 
six officers and over forty enlisted 
men have been killed and 161 reported 
wounded or missing In addition. 

These figures are compiled by the 
Rev. Michael Adler, the senior Jewish 
chaplalo to the forces. The Rev 
Adler has a son In the Royal Fusiliers 
and he himaelf expects to leave for 
the front soon. 

Before the war” says the Rabbi, 
"there were only 600 Jews in the ser¬ 
vice. Since the war ail sections of 
Jews, rich x.nd poor, have responded. 
Two of our men have received dis¬ 
tinguished conduct medals. There are 
a large number of Jewish officers and 
men Tn the Australian forces in Egypt, 
while others took part in the opera 
tioas in 8atnoa and New Guinea.

All Germany 
Must Now Enlist 


Opinion is That Spring Will Set Gigan¬ 
tic Effort to Break Allies er 
Pariah 

Information recently to hand points 
to n fresh development of German 
military power. It la apparently the 
intention, since the (rained armies 
have failed to provoke a decision, to 
call up the whole manhood of the 
country, to set every available Indus 
try (o work upon the manufacture *>f 
arms, ammunition a C equipments and 
to prepare in the spring to crush ‘he 
allies’ armies or to perish in the «t- 
tempt. 

"The situation la briefly aa fol¬ 
low*: 

"The German kerntruppe—namely, 
the army active, and Ha yo ingest «- 
serves on whom the highest German 
hopes were set, failed In Its mission. 
Tho remainder of the trained reserv¬ 
ists came up into line in the form of 
drafts, nnd of reserves, landwehr and 
landsturm formations. 

Germany waa saved from Invasion 
but there was still no decision, and 
the armies of tha allies were still 
unbroken and defiant'. There remain- 
e| nothing but to fall back upon un¬ 
trained men and this apparently is 
what Germany is doing.

Diplomacy, and in Biting language Condemns the Position 
tnken by W'ilson Administration on War Subject 


Edward P Bell, London correspond¬ 
ent off the London Dally News, Is of 
the opinion, gathered from Informa¬ 
tion In interviews with men of import- 
suih*throughout Europe, that the foil¬ 
ed States has incurred tha eumlty of 
all the belligerent nations a: d that 
with the close of the war this nation 
will face isolation and peril. Mr. Bel! 
says; 

‘Conversations with persons of 
force representing the sentiments of 
Great Britain, France. Ruaaia. Italy. 
Germany, and Austria compel iba con¬ 
viction that tha Ifhlted stales is mak¬ 
ing no real rriends in this erar. On 
tha contrary, it 4a Impossible not to 
see that,the American name it suffer 
tag and That conceivably the republic 
ia laying up grave trouble for itself 
In tha future. 

“The general charge against our 
country is that we are displaying 
shameless lack of Idealism, chivalry, 
magnanimity and courage Briton*. 
Frenchmen. RueslAna and Italians 
blame America for ignoring the inva¬ 
sion of Belgium and the violations A 
the conventions of The Hague and 
then springing into tho international 
arena with a protest relating enelu 
sively to matters of trade. The argu¬ 
ment In all these complaints is that if 
President Wllaou had protested 
.’.gainst the violations of the treaties 
and the principles of civilized warfare 
he could have protested wl'.h a vastly 
greater effect agalast the arbltrs.y 
and possibly indefensible interference 
with American cargoes." 

“Europeans, profoundly misunder¬ 
standing the Americans, aa nearly 
every nation misunderstands every 
other, always have referred to the 
people of the fuitel States as 'dollar 
people.’ and the policy of President 
Wilson In the present war has cry* 
Ultsed the pervasive Impression Into 
a sharp and universal postulate. 

"It ia asserted on every hand that

Admiral Imrd Charles 
Beresford said that: 

“Thia was the war of exhaustion, 
•M-i •• would be the last to bu vt- 
hausted But we must not underrate 
oar enemy. We had to hold our own 
against hordes or bar srtans. it was 
supposed bv some that tho war would 
be ended by economic forces. He 
might not be a goo economist, but be 
did not himaelf quite believe It. It 
would be when they got the Germans 
back Into their own country that the 
desperate lighting would begin, and 
he did not think that the economic 
question would shorten or end ihe 
war. 

"We were not going to put the Ger¬ 
man empire on Its back In alx morflhs 
of a year But no matter how great 
the struggle or what sacrifices were 
Involved we should win in the end. We 
had got to humblo and homilists Ger¬ 
many. We had got to take tbe whole 
of her fleet, every single vessel that 
mounted a gun. down to a torpedo 
boat. We l ad got to take their forts, 
* we would do nothing In the way of 
reprisals of a brutal character. When 
We reached the Kruppa, let uff sell the 
•ua'iulflcent tools found there for mak 
Ing warlike machines, and give tho 
proceeds to the benefit of Belgium. 
(Cheers). The allies would insist that 
Germany r.bould be disarm'd except 
for police purposes.’’ 


Trust in the Navy 

gtragetic PlSns Are Well Conceived 
and Productive of Resulto 

Tl.e admiralty has not bee* "caught 
napping. ” Many months ago. In tlmea 
of peace, the most skilled brains at 
the disposal of the nation thought out 
a war plan. This plsn is in operation, 
as modified and proved by tha dally 
experience of actual war. Ita good- 
nesa or badness can only be tested 
fi .ally when the day comes that tha 
•nemy seeks battle in strength. 

But in the meantime the admiralty 
has given proof. In one engagement 
after another, that Us strategic plans 
are well conceived and productive of 
cumulative victories. If It were, in 
fact, a hud plan, the public which has 
ne\er been to sea. could not Improve 
. No war plan whatever that 
could be drawn up hy men who knew 
the conditions of naval warfare would 
allow the strength of the fleet to o 
frittered away by lining up the ships 
like a squad of ineffective recruits 
along the shores. 

Recalling these simple fee's we shall 
be willing to trust the admiralty la 
the future, as In the past, aud not to 
begin shouting l"at the country la In 
ruins because a squib ha* fallen in 
our own backyard. That future ia, 
beyond doubt, extremely Interesting. 
It has possibilities of many klnda— 
but no possibility of defeat while wo 
k ep our trade.—tendon Dally Sketch.

Thoroughly Mo. ernlted and Greatly 
Strengthened Since War Wrth 
Japan 

From- the days wk«u I’rt* r the 
Great. In a *hip which hi* own hau ls 
had hetped to construct, led hi* fleet 
to aitack tha Turks, Russia lie* bad a 
naval tradition. It was Peter, loo. 
who wrested 8weden s Baltic proviuce 
from her, and Unlit Gmoai on the 
whore of tha Golf of Finland, his new 
capital, called after himself, aid 
W h i ch , after having Lome for a nui.t 
b^F of yeara the uame ot another ami 
even more notable Peter, Ira. just had 
IU original Russian name a»g!n be- 
stowed on It. Rr removing his capital 
• um Moscow to Petrogrxd. V^tr uoi 
only helped to bring, Uls pcoffle more 
Into contact with the rfst of Europe, 
but himself hc< attic tranafomird f r.»«n 
the semi-oriental Caar of Muscovy Into 
r.i'u>eror of All the Russia*, whose 
influent-' and interests needed for 
their maintenance an efficient degree 
of §ea“ power. That tradition which 
Peter left has always retained Us pot- 
.-fifcy. and despite neglect and inslad- 
Ainiatratlon. which at times over¬ 
shadowed It. the Russian navy I* today 
far more powerful than Is generally 
knowA. The lesson of the war with 
Japan has been takes to heart, aud 
the result has been (he creation of a 
ojdem and efficient fleet, air nger in 
every wey than before that disastrous 
campaign. Rusal*, too. has beer in the 
forefront of construction, nnd sornn re¬ 
markable ships have at various times 
been put to her credit. 

Of the fotjr fleets possessed by ftu«- 
■la at tha outbreak of war with Japan, 
two survived intact, but oniy one cau 
be taken into account in connection 
with ibter developments. The four 
fleets ara. respectively, the Baltic, .ha 
Black Bea, Pacific and Caspian, and 
two of them, the Baltic and Pacific, 
were practically annlhlliated. That tba 
others escaped \vas primarily due .o 
the fact that the major portion of the 
Black flea fleet waa not permitted tu 
peas the Dardanelles, and the Caspian 
fleet, of minor importance. Is. of 
course, confined to her own waters, 
from which there la no outlet. 

In reviewing the Russian navy as It 
exists today, it it advisable to atnrt 
with Uie Baltic fleet, as Ruasla'a-prin¬ 
ciple naval operations will doubt¬ 
less take place In taht sea. The 
great majority of tbe ships are mod- 
eqp; of those that survived tbe Rua- 
so Japanese war only two are lu tbe 
flrat flASa. These are the "Tzaarevlich” 
of 12.900 tons, and tho '8iava'’ of IS. 
600 tons. The first named ship car¬ 
ries four 12 Inch, twelve g Inch. V 
loch guns, and has two torpedo tube*. 
Her speed la 18 knots. She waa built 
In France In 1999. but the ‘81ava‘* was 
laid down In the Neva shipyards three 
years later. The armament la similar, 
with the exception of twenty 3 pound- 
era. replacing (he 1.8 Inch and 1.4 inch 
guns of tha 'Tatarevitch." nnd the 
“Slava” fa better protected. Ti*« «p< «d 
Is the same.

At a meeting of Chinese citizens 
of Edmonton a resolution was 
adopted unanimously that, in view 
of the civil, political and religious 
equality extended to them in Ed¬ 
monton , it was the spirit of the 
meeting and of all Chinamen iu 
the province that they tbonld be 
permitted to bear a proportionate 
share in the burden of carrying on 
the present war. Some fifty of 
those present declared their will¬ 
ingness and eagerness to enlist. 
If their services as private soldiers 
were not desired, they expressed 
their willingness to act as chefs, 
sen-ants or otherwise. They felt 
that in such capacities they would 
excel and would "serve the double 
purpose of supplying the men in 
the ranks with viands nutritious 
and pleasing to the taste and also 
relieve for active service those now 
necessarily engaged in menial ser¬ 
vice." The words quoted are 
-token from the letter to the com¬ 
manding officer of the 49th bat¬ 
talion acquainting him with the 
wishes of the meeting.

A Bys-law of tbs Village of Vulcan 
to Restrain and Regulate the 
Running et Large or Tree- 
Mffipg of Animal*. 

The Council of the VilUge of Vul¬ 
can enacts as follows 

1. It ahull not be lawful to allow 
any animxJt, except poultry and milk 
cows, to run at large within thr Haiti 
of the laid village at any time during 
the year. 

2. There shall be esttbliahed in tbe 
Village of Vulcan a public pound and 
a poundkeeper appointed for anid 

f ound, his remuneration to be iuch 
eet and charge* at be shall be en¬ 
titled to under the provisions of the 
Village Act. 

3. The *aid pound shall be for the 
impounding of animal* at lar^e or 
tre*p*«»ing contrary to the provision* 

• of this or any other Bye-lgw of the 
| Village of Vulcan, which said itn- 
’ pounding may be dona by any other 
person than the poundkeeper 
4. Whenever any animal is im¬ 
pounded it shall be the duty of the 
poundkeeper to retain same until the 
owner or owners thereof shall have 
paid tbe fees and damages, if any, 
claimed for the trespass. 

5. Whenever any animal has been 
confined or distrained by any person 
! under the provisions of this Bye-law 
for the purpose of impounding the 
1 same, if the owner of the animal jot 

i somc person in his behalf pay or ten 
der to the person seising or having' 
charge of such animal before same 
has been actually impounded, the 
charge for which the said animal has! 
then become liable, undrr this Hye- 
law, the person having charge of such 
, animal shall forthwith deliver up the 
I same to the owner or the person ten¬ 
dering the said charges on his be- 
, half 

fi. If the owner of any impounded 
I animal is known to the poundkeeper 
las the owner of such animal the 
poundkeeper shall forthwith deliver 
| at or mail by registered post to the 
address of such owner a notice in the 
’ form hereinafter provided 

7. In caae such owner ia not known, 
or auch owner or person shall not 
within ten days after the posting or 
I delivery of such notice appear at the 
pound and rclense the animal so im¬ 
pounded by the pnyment of the lawful 
fees, mileage rates aod appraised claim 
for damage, the poundkeeper shal 
cause to be inserted once each week 
for two consecutive weeks in some 
rt>rnUiioe In fhe vftinity 
of the pound, a notice in the form 
hereinafter provided:

8. Every poundkeeper shall without 
charge in add t»on to any cop es of 
any notice which be may he required 
under t^is Byp-law to 'post or de¬ 
liver, post a copy of every aucb notice 
in a conspicuous place at his pound 
and in thr nearest post office and shall 
keep aud maintain such notice at hia 
pound during the whole of such time 
such notice may refer to 

9. When say animal shall not have 
been released from the pound within 
twenty days after the notice has been 
inserted from the last time in a news- 
.paper as is herein provided the said 
animal shall be told by public auction 
after notice of such sale shall have 
been posted (or eight days in three 
conspicuous places within the village, 
i one of which shall be the poat once 

nearest the pound and at such sale 
the poundkeeper shall be the auction¬ 
eer; and such sale shall he held at a 
the pound or at such other place uv 
may be designated by bye-law of the 
village and shall commence at the •’ 
hour of two o’clock in the afternoon 
and the poundkeeper shall not cither 
in person or by his agent purchase 
any animal at such sale or have any 
interest of any kind in any animal to 
purchased. 

10. If the owner of thf animals ia 
unknown the pooundkeeper shall sell 
all the animals impounded. 

11. The poundkeeper shall immedi¬ 
ately after such sale send to the treas¬ 
urer a description of the animal sol<l 
the date of sale, the amount realised, 
and the disposition thereof. 

12. N’o potndkeeper making a tale 
under the provisions of this Bye-law 
shall be liable to a penalty for selling 
without a license as an auctioneer. 

13. The proceeds of the sale of any 
impounded an.mal sold under the pro¬ 
visions of this Bye-law shall be appli¬ 
cable in payment: 

(a) Of any cost* and charges at¬ 
tending such sale; 

(b) Of all sustenance fees; 

(c) To the impounder of such ani¬ 
mal of the amount due to him for 
capturing and impounding same, if 
any, and to claimant for damage done; 
and the residue, if any. shall bn paid 
to the owner of such animal, or if not 
claimed at the time of sale by anv 
person entitled thereto, to the treaJP 
urer of the village. 

14. Any person found guilty of an 
infraction of this Bye-law upon before 
a Justice of the Peace, shall be liable 
to the penalties imposed by the Bye¬ 
law providing for the enforcement of 
the Bye-laws of the Village of Vulcan. 

U. All fines tmpo^d for the viola¬ 
tion of this Bye-law shall be paid 
over-lo the treasurer of the village 
for tbe benefit of the same.
